The United Nations Postal Ad- 
ministration has announced that the 
first commemorative stamps of 1961 
will be issued February 13. Two in 
number, they will commemorate the 
International Court of Justice.

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Printing will be by the photo- 
gravure process in denominations 
of 4c (brown, black and yellow) and 
ge (green, black and yellow), by the 
Government Printing Bureau, Tokyo, 
Japan. The size of the stamps will 
be 27mm horizontal x 40mm perfora- 
tion to perforation. 

The quantities will be 4c—2,750,000 
and 8c—2,500,000. The set which 
was designed by Kurt Plowitz of 
UN Graphic Presentation, is an- 
other in the series of UN commemo- 
ratives depicting the work of the UN 
Specialized Agencies. 

Further details about the adhe- 
sives, and instructions regarding the 
purchase of first day covers will be 
released approximately six weeks 
before the first day of issue.

The explanation given by the print- 
ers was that a small -piece of metal 
in the printing plate had become dis- 

| lodged at the base of these two let- 
ters and remained undetected; there 
are, consquently, a number of sheets 
in circulation with these small flaws, 
the exact number being unknown. 

Cancellations—The UN Day stamps 
honoring the 15th anniversary of the 
United Nations, issued October 24 in 
the 4c and 8c denominations resulted 
in 734,943 first day covers. Of these, 
256,699 bore souvenir sheets. 

It is of interest to note that prior 
to the first day of issue approximate- 
ly 22,000 mint orders were received 
and processed for the 15th anniver- 
Sary issue, compared to 7600 orders 
for the previous commemorative is- 
Sue. Orders for first day covers 
totalled approximately 44,000, com- 
pared to 30,000 for the previous issue.

Canada Announces Northland 
5c Commem For February 8;

the main building of the college, 
established in 1910, to train native 
students for the conversion of the 
Punjab dsitrict’s desert wastelands 
into fertile fields. 

They converted vast desert areas 
into prime farm lands, domestical- 
ly growing the food necessary for a 
population which otherwise would 
have had to import supplies at a 
time when the nation had no foreign 
exchange. The 8a. violet and green 
depicts the college’s crest. 

The other set, rotoengraved in 
London, has a common design for 
both the 2a. brown, pink and 
green, and l4a. blue, green and yel- 
low. It is an allegory representing 
the developments of basic democ- 
racies, land reforms and _ rehabili- 
tation during the two years since the 
Revolution by which F. M. Moham- 
med Ayub Khan became president. 

The design features a house and 
trowel at the left to symbolize ef- 
forts made _ for rehabilitation 
throughout the two parts of Pakis- 
tan.. In the center is a_tilled field 
representing drastic land reforms 
planned by President Ayub Khan, 
while at the right is a column sup- 
ported by building blocks, indica- 
tive of the two-part government and 
provincial councils. 

Following the partition of the In- 
dian subcontinent, Pakistan was 
left with practcially no industry or 
means of existence. By the dint of 
hard labor, the nation developed 
such natural resources as it had. 
Its 80,000 people practiced sternest 
economies and struggled for self- 
sufficiency. 

Communist inflitrators made gen- 
erous offers to help, but rather than 
become affiliated with the Reds, 
Pakistan preferred to attain eco- 
nomic and political independence 
without this aid. 

Today, after a decade of struggle, 
the nation is able to take care of its 
immediate necessity food and cloth- 
ing requirements, and soon prom- 
ises to add many other industries 
essential to progress and prosperity. 
In keeping with the nation’s con- 
servative stamp _ issuing policies, 
these commemoratives have been 
confined to the values essential to 
normal postal needs: 2a. for domes- 
tic mail, 8a. for foreign surface 
mail, and 14a. for foreign airmail.

This small issue, at first glance, does not seem to offer much 
to make it different from other issues. This is an optical illusion 
however, because as a matter of fact, it is one of the most interesting 
sets of recent French Philatelic history. 

It is neither 
prettier nor uglier than others. It appeared unexpectedly, had a short 
life, and has now been abandoned to make room for two or three 
other designs which replaced it. Let us look at it value by value and 
see what we find. :

Now, an unusual story, such as 
|is illustrated by the few facts just 
given, puts the stamps which com- 
memorate the individual that ac- 
complished them in a difterent | 
light. As a result, I also started 
| to dig into the philatelic aspects of 
'these stamps. And that is when I 
really started to work. 

The facts about Caillie came from 





hours and days in a library. The 
philatelic facts are taking years, 
but I love it. Here, indeed, is a 





labor of love. 

Now there are 50 pages of notes 
and reference materials as applied 
to the use of the Rene Caillie issue. 
Not just who the artist was who 
designed the stamp, but who else 
was in the competition on the de- 
sign, is part of the information that 
goes into the sheets of reference. 

Types of cancellations, town can- 
cellations, covers, errors, and proofs 
— all these areas have invited ex- 
ploration. I’m in the middle of all 
of them and not one of them is com- 
pletely finished. 

I must admit that I have a few 
dozen or so exhibition pages already 
battle-scarred from jousting with 
some of the rare classics. However, 
we believe in the “‘little drops of 
water and the little grains of sand”’ 
technique, so we just keep. add- 
ing . . . and hoping that the clas- 
sics remain static.

Certainly it will not be as a rarity, 
because there was total of 14,835,000 
stamps printed for the eight colon- 
ies, which averages out to 1,854,370 
per colony. This is again divided 
by the three different values. 

One further factor enters the pic- 
ture when we are aware, that the 
90c Caillie stamps of Mauritania 
and Senegal were used, surcharged 
with new values (15, 20.and 50fr.) 
for the 1944 issue of French West 
Africa. Still with all these factors, 
there should be no occasion for the 
stamp to reach the status of ‘‘rare’”’ 
in the next 25 years. 

It could pick up added interest 
to a great many collectors because

of Sevigne (1623-1696), adapted 
from a pastel portrait at the Musee 
Carnavalet in Paris (France No. 
642). 

Another is his portrait of Jean 
Baptiste Colbert (1619-1683), famous 
statesman, founder of the Gobelins 
factory, and establisher of the 
French marine. 

Colbert, patron of art and litera- 
ture, was honored in 1944 in a series 
of semipostals (B183) issued for the 
benefit of the National Relief Fund. 

Jean Francois de Troy (1679-1752) 
was the son of a portrait painter 
and a spontaneous artist. He deco- 
rated many wealthy homes, painted 
“conversation pictures’’ of scenes of 
gallantry, and designed tapestries. 
His portrait of the architect Jules 
Hardouin-Mansart (1645-1708) is 
shown on a semipostal issued in 
1944 (B180). 

Jean Antoine Watteau (1684-1721) 
is another famous French painter 
shown on French stamps. His por- 
trait, by Francois Boucher (Museum 
Conde, Chateau de Chantilly) ap- 
pears on B240 issued in 1949 in a 
series honoring 18th century artists. 

His painting of ‘‘The Actor Gilles”’, 
in the Louvre appears on semipostal 
B310 issued in 1956 as a Red Cross 
stamp. This painting is unbelievably 
fresh and warm after all these 
years. 

Joseph Vivien (1657-1735), on 
whom we have been unable to find 
any biographical information, pro- 
duced a portrait of Francois de 
Salignac de la Mothe-Fenelon (1651- 
1715) now in the Munich Museum. 
It was used in 1947 for the regular 
stamp issued in honor of this fa- 
mous prelate and writer, best known 
for ‘“‘Telemaque’’, the adventures of 
the son of Ulysses in search of a 
father (No. 586). 

Jean Baptiste Santerre (1658-1717) 
represents admirably the transition 
between the end of the reign of 
Louis XIV and the first years of 
the Regency. His portrait of Jean 
Racine, (1639-1699) the famous 
dramatist, was the subject in 1949 
of a regular issue (No. 629). 

A better known painting is ‘‘Sus- 
anna Bathing’, and Santerre led a 
pleasant existence as official por- 
trait painter for the ladies of the 
court of Louis XV. The stamp por- 
trait is in the gallery of the Comte 
de Naurois. The stamp commemo- 
rated the 350th anniversary of the 
death of Racine. 

Hyacinth Rigaud (1659-1743), like 
Santerre, carries on from the ele- 
gance of the period of Louis XIV to 
the rococo of Louis XV. He pro- 
duced a gallery of portraits of writ- 
ers and artists of the period, a num- 
ber of which have been used for 
stamp designs. 

His portrait of Louis XIV (1638- 
1715), adapted from a painting in 
the Palais de Versailles, was used 
in 1944 (B184). That of Jacques Be- 
nigne Bossuet (1627-1704), Bishop of 
Meux, now in the Louvre, was used 








in 1954 (B286) for one of a series 
for National Relief; and his painting 
of the Marquis de Vauban (1633- 
1707), Marshall of France and a 
famous engineer, was another Na- 
tional Relief issue in 1955 (B296). 

Switzerland used Rigaud’s portrait 
of Lt. Gen. Frannois de Raynold for 
a stamp design in 1941 (No. 277), and 
Monaro used a Rigaud portrait of 
Antoine I for a Charity semipostal

His exquisite child portrait, ‘‘Graf 
Stroganoff as a Boy”’ was used by 
Saar in 1952 (B92) on a National 
Relief stamp; and his “Jeune Fille 
aux Colombes’”’ is shown on a 1954 
French Red Cross stamp. The for- 
mer painting is in the Besancon 
Museum; the latter, in the Louvre. 

Joseph Ducreux (1737-1802), 
French portrait and miniature paint- 
er, was the only pupil of Quentin 
de la Tour. His portrait of Marquis 
Joseph Francois Dupleix (1697-1763) 
governor-general of the French es- 
tablishment in India, was used in 
1949 as part of a set of semipostals 
issued to honor 18th century figures, 
for National Relief (B242). 

In the same set, Ducreux’s por- 
trait in the Chateau de Lanthueil 
of Anne Robert Jacques Turgot, 
Baron de Laune (1727-1781), states 
man and economist, was included 
(B243). 

Jacques Louis David (1748-1825), 
primarily a history painter, also was 
court painter to Napoleon until his 
overthrow. David's own self-portrait 
was used in 1950 for a National Re- 
lief Fund semipostal (B250). His 
painting of the ‘‘Oath on the Tennis 
Court’’, a cartoon of which is in the 
Louvre, was adapted in 1930 for a 
regular postage stamp (No. 388) 
commemorating the 150th anniver- 
sary of the French Revolution. 

Also, his portrait of Antoine Laur- 
ent Lavoisier (1743-1794) on a 1943 
issue (No. 464) has been traced to 
his ‘Portrait of M. et Mme. Lavoi- 
sier” in the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research in New York.

Not many French airmails have 
been produced and only a few of 
them are very expensive, hence 
they. are relatively easy to collect. 
Nor have many errors and varieties 
been discovered, although undoubted- 
ly much work is yet to be done in 
this field. 

Let us take the issues as they 
appeared and look at a few of the 
interesting facts concerning them: 
You might call the stamps used on 
mail carried by balloons in 1870-71 
airmail stamps. Properly speaking, 
though, they are not, for they were 
not issued for this purpose and 
hence do not fall within the purview 
of this article, 

We shali start with Scott Nos. 
C1 and C2. These are generally 
considered the first French airmails 
although they were really the regu- 
lar issue of 1900-20 showing a figure 
of Liberty sitting down and Peace 
symbolized by an olive branch. The 
stamps are in the shape of a hori- 
zontal rectangle as are, incidentally, 
almost all French airmail adhesives.

to whether my collection is worth 
more now than it would be if I kept 
all my French African Colonies up 
to date. 

It is reasonably complete up to 
1940 but with a group of specialized 
studies of such thing as the Caillie 
issue. 

More important, it brings un- 
limited versatility of interest, a 
greater fundamental knowledge of 
philately, and far more interesting 
contacts with others who follow a 
similar approach. There is an ef- 
fective inner pleasure that comes 
with ‘‘doing a job’ rather than be- 
ing a static storehouse. 

I no longer just sit and wait for 
new issues. I am constantly search- 
ing for information and _ opportu- 
nities to trade. My pen pals range 
from a wholesale dealer in give- 
away ‘“‘premiums” on the west 
coast to a civil service telegraph 
operator in Africa. In between is 
a hard bitten sea captain who's 
been to every place — but Africa. 

The beauty of it is, the list keeps 
changing and it makes possible an 
ever - changing pattern of interests 
as new people or new _ subjects 
come within range of my pen, my 
tongs, my magnifier, and my time. 

Frankly, I like it a lot and I owe 
it all to a philatelic “truth is stran- 
than fiction’!

kingdom, and thus does not permit 
the use of Palestine definitive stamps 
there. the UAR considers _ itself 
merely as a trustee, and not as 
sovereign, in the Palestinian Gaza 
strip. Thus the logic behind the new 
definitives and commemoratives of 
Palestine.
